64, when Paul returned from Rome, he 
left Timothy at Ephesus to instruct the 
disciples in that city. How long be had 
charge of the Ephesian church 1s not 
known. 

The Ephesians were noted for their ef- 
feminacy, prodigality, and miserable idol- 
atry, and especially for their worship of 
Diana. Timothy had the courage openly 
to reprove them during one of their pu)- 
lic solemnities ; but cruelty and licen- 
trousness being impatient of control, they 
assailed him with the clubs used in their 
ceremonies, and having beaten him, left 
him for dead. Some Christians finding 
him still alive, took him without the gate 
ofthe city, where, after the third day he 
expired. He is supposed to have suffer- 
ed martyrdom, about A. D. 97. 

Timothy appears to have been subject 
fo constant bodily infirmities, which 
Chrysostom conceives to have been in a 
great measure owing to his extraordinary 
temperance and frequent fastings. Yet 
amidst his weakness, he possessed a vig- 
orous and sprightly mind, a soul actuated 
by a mighty zeal, and inspired with a true 
love to God. He thought no difficulties 
great, no dangers formidable, were he 
permitted to subserve the spiritual and 
eternal interests of mankind. He was un- 
commonly active in his movements, and 
flew from place to place with more speed, 
and with a more uowearied resolution,

cumcision ; for circumcision was a yoke 
of bondage, and we have reason to re- 
joice, that it is not imposed on the Gen- 
tiles. Was the man who now pleads so 
loudly for circnmcision as a privilege, 
commanded to confer this privilege on 
his son, his very heart would bleed with- 
in him; and probably, like Moses, he 
would defer the bloody rite, till his very 
life was endangered by his neglect to per- 
formit.

We learn with regret that on the 25th inst. 
the manager of the Circus in this city, pre- 
sented to the members of our State Legis- 
lature, now in session, tickets for gratu- 
itous admission in the Circus, on the en- 
suing evening, and what is still more as- 
tonishing, this invitation to countenance a 
palpable violation of the known law of the 
land, was accepted by a large number of 
those, who have been selected by their 
fellow citizens in the different towns of 
the State, to fill the place ef Legislators ; 
and many of them attended. 

We are friends to liberty and morality, 
but we believe there is an obvious dis- 
tinction between liberty and licentious- 
ness. The liberties, civiland religious 
of all, ought forever to remain inviolate ; 
but we are not willing, that under the 
idea of liberty, every man should do as 
seemeth good in his own eyes, and put 
such a construction upon it, as to open 
the flood gates of vice and prostrate law, 
morality and religion in the dust. 

Were our legislators appointed to make 
laws for the security of our property 
merely ? or is the protection of the mor- 
als of society in restraining vice by whole- 
some laws, also a part of their duty ? 

We may be told that it is in vain to 
make laws or to attempt to execute them, 
in opposition to public opinion ; but is it 
becoming those that are set to make laws, 
te induce a contempt for them by coun- 
tenancing others in breakingthem? One 
would be almost tempted to suppose that 
such legislators considered the laws as 
mere scare crows, intended only to fright- 
en the timid ; and that if any were bold 
enough to violate them, it might be done 
with impunity. 

If the counsels of experience were ob- 
served, % would be found that even the 
protection ef property is secured more 
effectually in a great majority of instan- 
ces, through the influence of good moral 
principles than it is possible to do by ter- 
ror. 

It is undeniable that such places of 
amusement as the Circus, have a delete- 
rious influence upon the morals of com- 
munity. It will be entirely irrelevant to 
object, that the talents and experience of 


these gentlemensecure thom from danger, 
while the whole weight of their influence 


and example, is put in the wrong scale. 

And if their talents and experience prove 
ineffectual to secure them from attendance 
when fifty cents may be saved by a gratis 
ticket, how shall children and youth with little 
or no experience, be able to resist the temp- 
tation, strengthened by the example and in- 
fluence of many of the members of the state 
legislature ? 

We do indeed hope that there is yet 
| sterling talents and virtue remaining, suf- 
_fictent to secure the execution of the laws, 
and preserve the mass from putrefaction. 
We are informed that in one hundred in- 
stances, money was proved to have been 
fraudulently obtained from parents, mas-

passages in the Psalms, Proverbs, and 
Prophets. Parables were used to inti- 
mate something eminent or energetic, or 
to express a great and lofty sentiment ; 
and by the writers to whom we have ad- 
verted, were delivered in Hebrew verse. 

The parables of Christ were not less 
figurative than those of the Prophets ; and 
though they were not delivered in the 
sublimity and grandeur of ancient poetry, 
yet they are admirably adapted to inform 
the understanding and to affect the heart. 
In all that he has employed, there ts ge- 
nerally one leading idea designed to be 
communicated ; though sometimes, as tn 
some of the similitudes of the kingdom of 
heaven, several striking points of resem- 
blance are distinctly sketched. 

W hat the leading idea is, and what are 
the particular points of resemblance in- 
tended to be exhibited, should be ascer. 
tained from the context, and upon that 
and these the attention should be fixed. 

The circumstances are no further im- 
portant than they go to complete the nar- 
ration or fill up the picture. 

These appendages are only the drape- 
ry, which, like the decorations ofa scene, 
may demand and should receive but a mo- 
mentary attention. Therefore, in the con- 
sideration of parables, as of all figurative 
language, the principal object which de- 
mands attention, is the important tnstruc- 
tion designed to be communicated. 

Matt. xiii. 23. affords an example of a 
parable of the simplest kind. The king 
dom of heaven is like unto leaven, which 
a woman took and hid in three measures 
of meal, till the whole was leavened.” 

The idea intended to be communicated 
by this parable, is the progress of the 
kingdom of heaven from a small begin- 
ning, tll, ultimately, its influence is uni- 
versally prevalent. The drapery has no- 
thing important which requires an expli- 
cation. 

It is said a woman took it. But it was 
then, as it is now in most countries, a part 
of the business of women, to bake their 
bread, and prepare other articles of food.

In his reply, we may see the effect 
which truth, when skilfully exhibited, is 
calculated to produce ; it tended to break 
down his prejudices, and to show him that 
traits of excellence might be found in oth- 
er nations, and that actions, rather thap 
national distinctions, constituted the test 
by which men should be estimated. 

Doubtless many great and good men 
have practised this mode of interpreta- 
tion, upon which we have been animad- 
verting ; but we ought to follow no man 
implicitly as our master ; one is our mas- 
ter, even Christ. He has given us an ex- 
ample of the proper manner of illustra- 
ting truth, when conveyed in parables. 
We willimitate his example, and guided 
by the Holy Ghost, hope it may be ours, 
on earth, to know and rightly explain his 
will; and, when the veil shall be remo- 
ved, to contemplate in heaven, with holy 
transport, the unfolding glories of his 
kingdom.

Captain 
Cook, by astronomical observations, ascer 
tained that the waters on the Atlantic side 
were nineteen and a half feet bigher than the 
Pacific, occasioned by the immense rush of 
water into the bays of Campeachy and Hon 
duras, impelled by the trade winds. This 
great accumulation of water now fiads vent 
between Cape Florida and Cuba, where .it 
runs with a velocity of five or -ix miles per 
hour, of a breadthof about 100 miles, and at 
an unknown depth. It takes its course along 
our southern coast in a N. E. direction, 
brushing past the different projections of the 
coast, until it gets into the latitude of Dela 
ware, when it curves more to the eastward,
